The Examiner has rejected all claims as made obvious by Waddoups et al, 
(6,074,993), alone or in combination with Meinhardt et al (4,234,435). 

In response, Applicant submits herewith a Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1.131, 
documenting that he had both conceived and reduce to practice the present invention 
prior to the filing date of the Waddoups reference. 
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Accordingly, it is requested that the Waddoups patent be removed as a reference. 
Since the Meinhardt reference was only cited as a secondary reference, along with 
Waddoups, it is submitted that no reference or combination of references allegedly 
detrimental to unobviousness remain.
